Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1, 2, 5-7 and 12-25 are allowable over the prior art 
for at least the reason that the prior art fails to teach or 
reasonably suggest the SONET network having a module for 
transforming unstabilized light energy into stabilized 
monochromatic light energy having one or more predefined 
wavelength region as set forth in the claimed combination. 

Claim 60 is allowable over the prior art for at least the 
reason that the prior art fails to teach or reasonably suggest 
the optical feed back assembly comprising a Bragg grating as set 
forth in the claimed combination.
